Instead of heiny “depleted” ac- 
cordiny to current report, the city 
park fund nOw has more than 
$7000 on hand, aCcordiiiy to City 
Clerk Dietz. Thi.s is a tidy little 
little sum with which various de¬ 
sirable Hinys can be done in the 
city park, and perhaps made on 
the development of other p:.rk 
property whenever the city trus¬ 
tees see fit to classify some of the 
idle city land as .such. 

.Some time ayo the News called 
attention to Hie fuel that there 
wa.s Jo.'iOO ill the* park fund at 
the heyiiininy of tli5* present fiscal 
year, which nnouM he more than 
twice the operatiny cost of the 
city park under present conditions. 
Since the aiiiiuul report was pub¬ 
lished the proceeds nf Hie annual 
park lax aiiuiuiitiiiy to aliout 
liSOO, have been paid into the 
treasury. 

Duriiiy Hie pa.'t year Hie ex- 
pen.ses of Hie city puik liave av- 
erayed less than $’J0O nioiilhly. 
So that all this time a nice bal¬ 
ance lias lieeii accuimilatiny in 
the park fund. This will facilK 
tate Hie complete development ol 
the present park. With the instal¬ 
lation of sprinkler systems H\p 
expen.se of upkeep sliouhl not he 
materially increa.sed. 

Just how the report that the 
park fund nvus "depleleil” coulii 
have oriyiiuited is a mystery, 
Imayinatioii seems the only an¬ 
swer, Mr. Dietz says it certainly

architect and pre.siilent of the Los 
■Anyele.s City I’lanniny Commis¬ 
sion, upon the Arroyo Seco Bark 
in .South Pasadena. In a recent 
issue of the South Pasadena Rec¬ 
ord he writes at leiiyth upon Hie 
value of such a natural park as 
that city is developiny yruduully 
along the bed of the .Arroyo Seco. 
Ml. .Adam.s. says, in part: 

“Do our citi'zens realize wliat a 
priceless posse-ision they have (not 
only they hut their descendants 
for all times) in the wooded and 
watered stretches of their own Ar 
rovo Seco Bark lands? 

“It may at fir.st seem inconsis¬ 
tent that a lund.scape architect, a 
professional park planner, uryes 
that little work shoxxiny the hand 
of man he done in many parts of 
the .Arroyo Seco. Hut such are 
its rare beauties of nature that 
the utmost care must he taken not 
to spoil them with artificiality. 

"I^t us, then, so plan a.s to .save 
every clump of venerable syca¬ 
mores and live oaks, every hunk of 
wild fiowers, every ferny pool as 
made by the haml of nature. No 
nmn can do half .so beautifully. 

“To that end let us work to a 
carefql and definite and consistent 
plan thruout; hut a plan providiiiy 
to protect and save all of nature’s 
beauty spots untouched. . . . Not 
only must we preserve the native 
yrowths as they are, but akso keep 
the picture naturalistic and Cali¬ 
fornian by plantiny in the future 
of such trees and shrubs as nature
